Warships Guard Liners 
From German Raiders 
as They Leave England 


LONDON, 'Feb. 13.—Great interest 
was manifested today in the sailing 
of the liners Lusitania and St. Paul 
from Liverpool to New Y’ork. 
There is no reason to believe the 
vesseels will be interfered with, but 
it is realised there is a possibility of 
submarine attacks. 
Many Americans are sailing on the 
steamers, fearing the establishment of 
a German blockade may cut off trans­ 
portation. 
The Britiah admiralty is silent, but 
it is generally believed the Lusitania 
and St. Paul are secretly accompanied 
by torpedo boat destroyers.

It ta k e s from eighty to IOO 
d ays to Anisil up a bullock on this ration, and the 
feeding is so timed th a t as soon as one bunch goes 
to tho sham bles a new lot of feeders come in. T he 
beet pulp is hauled by train from the Spreckels 
su g a r factory anil dum ped in silos so th a t feeding 
can he carried on throug ho ut the year. T he feeding 
co rra ls a rc on the site of th e first college in Califor­ 
nia, which was opened by VV. B. P. H artnell in 1827. 
T h e larg est single tract of alfalfa in the United 
S ta te s has ju st been sown n e a r Corcoran, Kings 
county, on Kl Rico project. 
It com prises 2560 acres. 
T h e co m pany has sp e n t the su m m e r leveling, check­ 
ing and ditching the land, w hich lias now been sown, 
the young alfalfa already being visible. It is an ticip at­ 
ed th a t a t least 10,00 tons of alfalfa will be h a r­ 
vested th e re this year, and by the tim e the alfalfa 
lr: producing its m axim um the am o u n t will he n e a re r 
20,000 th a n 20,000 tons. 
T h e n ew price list for raisin s w ent into effect 
on th e first of this m oth, b u t n ot before jobbers 
all o v er the United S tates had se n t in their ord ers 
calling for thousands of tons of S ultanas, M uscats 
and seeded raisins.

Riches of California 
T h e total assessed v a lu e of all property in Cali­ 
fornia. the operative and non-operative, in 1914 was 
$3.232,<548,152, co m p ared with $3,114,136,640 in 1913, 
an increase of four p er cent. 
T hese figures are 
given by the S tate Hoard of Equalization in its an ­ 
nual report m ade public th is week. 
During 1914 the m ileage of railroads in the State, 
including inter country electric and steam roads, in­ 
creased 203.21 miles, th e total mileage in 1914 being 
7271.13 and in 1913, 7067.93. 
T he S tate board has in­ 
creased the a s sessm en ts of the railroads over $5.- 
SAO,OOO, the total assessed valuation in 1914 being 
$1 .">6,849,892 ag ainst $1.^1.113,742 for 1913. Including 
th a t covered by tho P ullm an com pany, tile S tate 
h as a total single-tracrt railroad m ileage of 11,710.97. 
lr. 1911 the average a ssessed value per mile of rail­ 
road w as $779.2". ag ain st $788.09 in 1913. 
During 1914 the board assessed 20,979 corporations 
of which ISI were railro ad s and street car com ­ 
panies; 192 light, h eat and power com panies; 182 
telephone and telegraph com panies, twelve car com­ 
panies, 35f» insurance com panies, 792 hanks, 1156 min­ 
ing companies, 993 w a te r com panies, ninety-seven 
building and loan com panies an d 16.182 miscellaneous 
corporations. 
“T he S tate is losing m uch m oney,' says the report, 
“ through the invasion of th e tran sp o rtatio n Held by 
th e m otor bus and truck. 
W h ile it is not necessary 
to l>c assum ed th a t all th e passeng ers and freight 
carried by these vehicles 
would 
otherw ise 
have 
moved over railroads, yet a larg e p art of them would 
have doubtless done so. 
“T he Pacific Electric Com pany, which has made 
careful observation of th is com petition with their 
lines, reports to tills board t h a t th e com pany alone 
H losing $20,000 a m onth o r $240,000 p er annum from 
this cause. 
T he S tate tax on t h a t alone would have 
been $11,400. One com pany alon e carried 122,686 pas­ 
sen gers in a period of th irte e n days with an estim ated 
revenue of nearly $24,000. 
It is probable the State 
less from this source is at least $200,000 per annum . 
In addition to the big double-deck busses and other 
large m otors th at ply over m ore o r less regular routes 
and on a more or less definite tim e schedule, there 
are m any sm eller vehicles plying for hire on less 
reg ular schedules, ail doing th e sam e kind of busi­ 
ness which comes under th e purview of the State tax 
system . 
“ It would app ear that th e S ta te tax system ought 
to be extended to cover th e s e carriers, both to pro­ 
tect Die S tate revenues an d in justice to the taxed 
transp ortatio n com panies.” 
Merausc a tax on their g ro ss receipts could only 
be secured through a con stitu tio nal am endm ent, the 
board favors a heavy license tax to achieve the sam e 
end. 


President Wilson Optimistic 
“ Mu si ii ess all over the co u n try is im proving slow­ 
ly but surely.” 
This is th e e m p h a tic declaration of 
P re sid en t Wilson regard in g g eneral conditions. 
His 
optim istic view is based on re p o rts gathered by gov­ 
ern m en t agencies having to deal w ith business in­ 
terests of all kinds. 
The p resid en t's declaration was 
in an sw e r to a charge m ade by som e m anufacturers 
th a t industrial conditions in th e United S tates are 
growing worse instead of better, owing to the now 
tariff. 
T ho president m ade a flat denial of tile 
charge. 
P resid en t Wilson repeated his firm conviction th at 
business, now showing m ark ed im provem ent, would 
go ah ead with g reat strid es durin g the coming year 
an d that the wisdom and sufficiency of the tariff 
law would be proven. 
T he p resid en t also said that 
th e tim e limitation of th e p re se n t session of congress 
would a c t a.-, a spur on the legislators and facilitate 
action on much valuable legislation to he put through. 
T h is will result, in Ills opinion, In obviating neces­ 
sity for a speHal session and revive business from 
uneasiness over dissensions involving Hie th reat of 
news and additional legislation.

sta te railroad commission was entitled to and given 
jurisdiction over constYvise ste am ers engaged in intra­ 
s ta te traffic. 
This m eans th at th e 
Pacific 
Coast 
S team sh ip com pany, the N orth Pacific Steam ship 
com pany. Hie Pacific Navigation co m p an y and other 
sm aller concerns will find th em se lv e s obliged to file 
tariffs or rates and have to ask the railroad com m is­ 
sion w henever they want to chan g e a rate or issue 
bonds. 
It. also leaves a way open for the public to 
file co m plaints against service and rates.
